v -DE 2604213 A clearly discloses an in-iine dispenser or method using such a dispenser where a dispersible solid, 
eg from a solid body, is added to a flow of water intended to water an area of earth. The dispenser comprises a 
liquid conduit having a tubular wall which is permeable to liquid but impermeable to the dispersible solid and 
where liquid flowing through the conduit may flow through the permeable wall to come into contact with the 
solid in a container and then the liquid containing the dispersed solid may re-enter the conduit (claims 1, 19-20). 
This citation clearly also discloses: the permeability of the tubular wall being effected by using apertures of 
differing sizes or mesh (claims 2-10); the dispenser being attached using screw threads and/or snap fittings to a 
water supply/distribution means and the conduit extending co-axially between inlet and outlets of a main closed 
cylindrical body (claims 1 1-15, 21),

Although the above document does not disclose using a filter and/or check valve in the subject dispenser it is 
considered that the desirability of such features, which indeed arc required in many jurisdictions due to 
government regulations, would readily occur to a person skilled in the art, and consequently the invention of 
claims 16-18 is lacking in an inventive step m the light of the above citation.
